GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE 

PRESIDENT THORN (LUXEMBOURG) CALLED GA'S ATTENTION OCT. 6 TO 
SC’S RE-EXAMINATION OF VIETNAMESE APPLICATIONS FOR MEMBER- 
SHIP AND VIETNAMESE LETTER (A/10274), AND SAID THAT ON THE BASIS 
OF CONSULTATIONS HE CONCLUDED IT WAS NOT URGENT OR TIMELY TO 
TAKE UP THE SC REPORT AT THIS TIME. DAHOMEY'S REPRESENTATIVE, 

AS CURRENT CHAIRMAN OF THE AFRICAN GROUP, RAISED "WITH 
INDIGNATION," ON POINT OR ORDER, COMMENTS ATTRIBUTED TO 
AMB MOYNIHAN ON THE GA ADDRESS BY UGANDAN PRESIDENT AMIN, 
CURRENT OAU CHAIRMAN, CALLING IT INTER ALIA "UNFRIENDLY ACT" 
TOWARD OAU. CLARENCE MITCHELL, IN REPLY, POINTED OUT THAT MOST 
OF AMIN S STATEMENT HAD BEEN AS PRESIDENT OF UGANDA, NOBODY 
COMMENTED ON REPORT OF INTERNATIONAL COMMISSION OF IURISTS 
STATING THOUSANDS OF PERSONS DISAPPEARED OR DIED UNDER 
AMIN’S REGIME, AND THIS WAS THE HEART OF THE CONTROVERSY. 

PRINCE SIHANOUK GAVE ADDRESS BRISTLING WITH DENUNCIATION 
OF "US IMPERIALISM," AND STATEMENTS WERE ALSO MADE BY 
MOZAMBIQUE, LIBYA, SENEGAL, RWANDA, SOMALIA, COLOMBIA, 
ECUADOR, QATAR AND CHILE. GA IS TO HEAR ADDRESS BY MEXICAN 
PRESIDENT ECHEVERRIA IN MORNING OCT. 7, AND IN AFTERNOON 
ADDRESS BY ARCHBISHOP MAKARIOS. GENERAL DEBATE SPEAKERS WILL 
BE NEPAL, MOROCCO, GRENADA, TOGO AND NIGERIA. 

MOZAMBIQUE-FOREIGN MINISTER CHISSANO DEVOTED PARTICULAR 
ATTENTION TO AFRICAN ISSUES. HE DECLARED THT THE SMITH REGIME 
MUST BE "COMPELLED" TO ACCEPT A GOVERNMENT OF THE MAJORITY 
REPRESENTED BY THE ANC OF ZIMBABWE AND, APPEALING TO ALL UN 
MEMBERS TO IMPLEMENT A TOTAL BOYCOTT AGAINST RHODESIA, 

STATED THAT FRELIMO AND MOZAMBIQUE WERE READY "TO ASSUME ALL 
RESPONSIBILITY IN CONFORMITY WITH THEIR INTERNATIONALIST 
DUTY.’’ HE CRITICIZED THE CONTINUED SUPPORT BY WESTERN 
COUNTRIES OF THE "APARTHEID REGIME" OF SOUTH AFRICA AND 
APPEALED TO ALL TO SUPPORT THE LIBERATION MOVEMENT THERE. 
CALLING ON UN MEMBERS WHO "STYLE THEMSELVES THE CHAMPIONS 
OF FREEDOM" TO RE-EXAMINE THEIR POLICY ON NAMIBIA, 
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CHISSANO ASSERTED THAT THE ONLY SOLUTION WAS RECOGNITION 
OF SWAPO AS THE LEGITIMATE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE NAMIBIAN 
PEOPLE AND NEGOTIATIONS WITH IT "WITH A VIEW TO GRANTING 
NAMIBIA INDEPENDENCE." HE ALSO "SALUTED" THE MPLA IN ANGOLA 
AND CONDEMNED THE INVASION OF ANGOLA BY SOUTH AFRICAN TROOPS. 
HE ADDED THAT PORTUGAL SHOULD NEGOTIATE WITH FRETLIN AND 
"MODALITIES" OF THE DECOLONIZATION OF EASTERN TIMOR. 
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TURNING TO OTHER ISSUES, CHISSANO HAILED THE VICTORY OF THE 
VIETNAMS OVER THE "BRUTAL AGGRESSION" PERPETRATED BY 
"IMPERIALIST FORCES HEADED BY THE UNITED STATES" AND CONDEMNED 
THE US VETO OF THE ADMISSION OF THE VIETNAMS. HE REIECTED THE 
US ATTEMPT TO COMPARE THE VIETNAM AND KOREAN SITUATIONS AS 
"HIGHLY IMMORAL." IN THE SPIRIT OF THE 28TH UNGA CONSENSUS 
ON KOREA, CHISSANO REAFFIRMED THE STAND ADOPTED BY THE NAC AT 
LIMA AND URGED BOTH THE DISSOLUTION OF THE UN COMMAND 
ACCOMPANIED BY THE WITHDRAWAL OF AMERICAN TROOPS AND THE 
SUBSTITUTION OF A PEACE TREATY FOR THE ARMISTICE. ON THE 
MIDDLE EAST, CHISSANO CALLED FOR ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM 
TERRITORY OCCUPIED IN 1967 AND THE TERRITORY ALLOCATED TO 
THE PALESTINIAN STATE BY THE PLAN OF PARTITION IN 1947. HE 
ALSO URGED RECOGNITION OF VARIOUS RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE AND REAFFIRMED THATTHE PLO WAS THE LEGITIMATE 
REPRESENTATIVE OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE. CALLING ATTENTION 
TO CERTAIN "BASES OF AGGRESSION IN THE INDIAN OCEAN ZONE, 

NAMELY IN DIEGO GARCIA AND IN THE COMORO ISLANDS," CHISSANO 
DECLARED THAT THE INDIAN OCEAN SHOULD CONSTITUTE A 
DENUCLEARIZED ZONE. CHISSANO ALSO REVIEWED THE HISTORY OF 
MOZAMBIQUE'S STRUGGLE FOR INDEPENDENCE AND THE PRESENT PROBLEMS 
OF RECONSTRUCTION AND REQUESTED CONTINUED UN ASSISTANCE UNDER 
GA RESOLUTION 3340(XXIX). HE ENDORSED CERDS AND SUPPORTED 
THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED AT THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION, 

URGING MEMBER STATES TO IMPLEMENT ITS PROVISIONS. (REPEATED 
INFO LUSAKA, PRETORIA, LOURENCO MARQUES) 

LIBYA-PERMREP KIKHIA DEPARTED FROM HIS PREPARED TEXT, 

DEVOTED PRIMARILY TO MIDDLE EAST ISSUES AND TRANSNATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS, TO RESPOND TO AMB. MOYNIHAN'S REMARKS ON PRESIDENT 
AMIN AT THE AFL-CIO CONFERENCE. HE REGRETTED THE RESPONSE OF THE 
AMERICAN MEDIA AND AMERICAN AUTHORITIES TO AMIN'S UN SPEECH 
AS CONFLICTING WITH THE PRINCIPLES OF DIPLOMATIC COURTESY, 
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AND ARGUED THAT MOYNIHAN'S REMARKS CONFIRMED THE "DEEP 
RELATIONSHIP" BETWEEN THE AMERICAN "ESTABLISHMENT" AND ZIONISM. 
KIKHIA ALSO EXPRESSED SURPRISE THAT THE US WOULD "CRY" ABOUT 
DEMOCRACY IN THE WORLD SINCE IT HAD "ANNIHILATED" TENS OF 
DEMOCRACIES, AND STATED THAT IT WAS WRONG FOR THE US TO 
TRY TO IMPOSE ITS VIEWS ON THE WORLD. HE CONCLUDED THESE 
REMARKS BY STATING THAT DEVELOPING COUNTRIES WAITING FOR 
"PROSPERITY" FROM WASHINGTON WILL WAIT A VERY LONG TIME. 

IN HIS PREPARED TEXT, KIKHIA QUESTIONED WHETHER DETENTE WOULD 
BENEFIT ALL COUNTRIES AND URGED THE AMERICAN PEOPLE TO SEE 
"THE UGLY REFLECTION" OF AMERICAN POLICY IN THE "MIRROR 
OF HISTORY." HE ADVANCED THREE CONDITIONS AS THE BASIS FOR 
PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST: 1) THE "LIQUIDATION OF THE ARTIFICIAL 
ZIONIST ESTABLISHMENT AND THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A DEMOCRATIC, 
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SECULAR STATE IN THE TERRITORY OF PALESTINE WHICH INCLUDED 
ALL THE ORIGINAL POPULATIONS"; 2) THE "RECOGNITION OF THE 
LEGITIMATE RIGHT OF THE ARAB NATION TO SELF-DETERMINATION"; 

3) THE "CONSOLIDATION OF THE ARAB-AFRICAN COOPERATION." 

KIKHIA THEN HIGHLIGHTED THE "CORRUPTING" INFLUENCE OF THE 
AGENCIES AND TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS OF CERTAIN DEVELOPED 
COUNTRIES. URGED THE GA THIS SESSION TO REQUEST THE SECRETARY 
GENERAL TO SUBMIT A REPORT ON THIS MATTER NEXT SESSION, AND 
READ A DRAFT RESOLUTION ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS WHICH 
LIBYA WOULD BE SUBMITTING IN THE FUTURE. KIKHIA ALSO REQUESTED 
THE UN TO ASSIST IN REMOVING MINES PLANTED IN LIBYA DURING 
WORLD WAR II AND SUPPORTED CHARTER REVIEW. (OURTEL 4778) 
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SENEGAL - 

DURING HIS DISCUSSION OF AFRICAN PROBLEMS, FOREIGN MINISTER 
SECK SAID HE REGRETS THE "LACK OF COURTESY" SHOWN UGANDAN 
PRESIDENT AMIN BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE HOST COUNTRY. 

HE ALSO SUGGESTED THAT THE UN INTERVENE IN ANGOLA IF THE 
CONFLICT THERE IS NOT ENDED SOON. REGARDING NAMIBIA, 

HE REAFFIRMED SUPPORT FOR THE SOUTH WEST AFRICAN PEOPLE'S 
ORGANIZATION, AND CALLED ON SOUTH AFRICA TO DESIST FROM ITS 
POLICY OF ESTABLISHING BANTUSTANS THERE. HE ADDED THAT 
THE FORTHCOMING CONFERENCE IN DAKAR IN JANUARY, 1976 
WILL ALERT WORLD PUBLIC OPINION TO THE INJUSTICES COMMITTED 
BY SOUTH AFRICA IN NAMIBIA. SECK THEN CONDEMNED THE "DELAYING 
TACTICS" OF PRIME MINISTER SMITH, AND REITERATED SUPPORT 
FOR THE AFRICAN NATIONAL COUNCIL. IN ADDITION, HE SAID THAT 
THE DECISION OF THE INTERNATIONAL COURT OF JUSTICE 
REGARDING THE SPANISH SAHARA SHOULD BE RESPECTED IF IT 
CONFIRMS THE CLAIMS OF MOROCCO AND MAURITANIA. 

ON OTHER ISSUES, SECK HAILED THE VICTORIES OF THE PEOPLES 
OF INDOCHINA OVER "FOREIGN INTERVENTION", AND ASSAILED THE 
LINKING OF THE QUESTION OF UN MEMBERSHIP FOR THE VIETNAMS 
TO THAT OF KOREA AS AN "UNACCEPTABLE MANEUVER". HE ALSO 
CALLED FOR THE WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN TROOPS IN SOUTH 
KOREA UNDER THE UN FLAG, AND THE REPLACEMENT OF THE EXISTING 
ARMISTICE BY A GENUINE PEACE AGREEMENT. SECK NOTED "WITH 
SATISFACTION" THE RECENT SINAI ACCORD, BUT STRESSED THAT 
PERMANENT PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST REQUIRES THAT ISRAEL 
WITHDRAW FROM ALL OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORY, RECOGNIZE THE 
RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIANS, AND STOP DESECREATING MOSLEM 
MOSQUES. SECK ALSO POINTED OUT THAT THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION 
HAS GIVEN ADDED MOMENTUM TO THE MOVEMENT TO CREATE THE NIEO, 

AND EXPRESSED HOPE THAT PROGRESS WILL CONTINUE AT THE FORTHCOMING 
PARIS CONFERENCE. ON RELATED ISSUES. HE ENDORSED THE 
MEXICO DECLARATION AND PLAN OF ACTION REGARDING WOMEN'S 
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RIGHTS, THE PROPOSAL TO CONVENE A WORLD DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE, AND THE WORK OF THE LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE. 

HE ALSO SAID THAT THE RECENT ABUSEOF THE VETO RIGHT IN 
THE SECURITY COUNCIL ON THE VIETNAMS ADMISSION ISSUE MUST 
BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT IN CONSIDERING REFORM OF THE UN 
UNCLASSIFIED

RWANDA - PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE CALLIXTE HABAMENSHI 
TERMED THE UN PROCEEDINGS A "DIALOGUE OF THE DEAF" WHITE 
ACCUSING THE UK OF SUPPORTING THE SMITH GOVERNMENT IN RHODESIA 
WHEN THEY "SHOULD SUPPRESS IT." HE STRONGLY CRITICIZED 
SOUTH AFRICAN POLICY IN NAMIBIA AND "APARTHEID." REFERRING 
TO VORSTER AS "A MONSTER WHOSE ONLY EQUAL WAS HITLER." 

HE EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER THE "FRATRICIDAL STRUGGLE IN ANGOLA, 
DEPLORED THE DETERIORATION OF THE SITUATION, CRITICIZED 
FOREIGN INTERFERENCE, AND WARNED OF THE DANGERS OF CIVIL 
WAR. HE CALLED FOR THE PARTIES INVOLVED IN THE SPANISH 
SAHARA TO WAIT FOR THE INTERNATIONAL COURT OF JUSTICE'S 
DECISION BEFORE TAKING ANY ACTION. HABAMENSHI CALLED FOR 
THE UNCONDITIONAL WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS FROM 
KOREA AND URGED THAT "CONTACTS BETWEEN THE INTERESTED PARTIES 
BE RESUMED," NOTING THAT IT WAS UP TO THE KOREAN PEOPLE 
TO DECIDE THEIR OWN DESTINY. HE EXPRESSED PLEASURE THAT 
THE VIETNAMS HAD FREED THEMSELVES FROM "FOREIGN 
AGGRESSORS", AND CALLED FOR THE "MAJOR POWERS INVOLVED" 

TO HELP IN RECONSTRUCTION. WHILE HE HAILED THE "PROMISING 
CLIMATE" FOR PEACE IN MIDDLE EAST AND WELCOMED US EFFORTS 
TOWARD THIS END," HE CHARGED ISRAEL WITH FLOUTING THE UN 
CHARTER AND URGED THAT UN MEASURES AGAINST ISRAEL 
BE STRENTHENED. 

HABAMENSHI EXPRESSED SATISFACTION WITH THE RESULTS OF 
ARAB-AFRICAN COOPERATION AND STATED THAT IT SHOULD 
SERVE AS A MODEL FOR THE "WEALTHY COUNTRIES." 

HE PRAISED THE FOCUS ON COMPROMISE IN THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION, 

BUT NOTED THAT THE "ROAD IS LONG FROM WORDS TO DEEDS." 
ALTHOUGH HE ASSERTED THAT THE POLITICAL WILL TO ACT 
SEEMS TO BE MANIFEST. HE WELCOMED THE UP-COMING PARIS 
CONFERENCE AND REMARKED THAT IF ITS FAILS, THIS SHOULD 
BE BLAMED ON "THOSE WHO ALWAYS WANT THEIR WAY." HE ALSO 
CRITICIZED THE NEGATIVE ATTITUDE OF "CERTAIN POWERS" 

WHICH ARE "ACCOMPAINED BY THREATS TO USE FORCE" AND NOTED 
THAT THE ONLY AIM OF THE THIRD WORLD IS "ORDERLY DEVELOPMENT." 
HE PRAISED THE UN CHARTER. BUT ALSO CALLED FOR ITS REVISION 
TO MEET THE "NEEDS AND REALITIES OF OUR TIME." HE TERMED 
THE UNION OF THE NON-ALIGNED NOT A "DICTATORSHIP BY THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MAJORITY BUT A REFLECTION OF THE WILL TO END THE UNJUST 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER," AND CONCLUDED BY URGING 
THE WEALTHY COUNTRIES TO MEET THE THIRD WORLD’S ASPIRATIONS. 
(REPEATED INFO KIGALI) 

SOMALIA - SECRETARY OF STATE FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS OMER 
ARTEH GHALIB EXPRESSED PARTICULAR CONCERN WITH THE SITUATION 
IN FRENCH SOMALILAND, CALLED FOR SELF-DETERMINATION IN 
ACCORD WITH THE "TRUE WISHES OF THE PEOPLE," AND CRITICIZED 
THE PREVIOUS REFERENDUM AS "MOST UNDEMOCRATIC AND COT .ONT ALLY 
ORIENTED." HE NOTED THAT ETHIOPIAN ACCEPTANCE OF THE PRINCIPLE 
OF SELF-DETERMINATION FOR FRENCH SOMALI AND PUTS TO REST THE 
FRENCH ARGUMENT THAT "RIVAL EXTERNAL CLAIMS" WOULD CREATE 
A DANGEROUS SITUATION ON THE ACCESSION OF INDEPENDENCE. 

HE CALLED FOR TOTAL DISARMAMENT, OBSERVING THAT THERE HAD 
BEEN LITTLE PROGRESS IN REDUCING THE NUCLEAR CAPA- 
BILITIES OF THE SUPERPOWERS. HE FAVORED THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF NUCLEAR FREE ZONES AND ZONES OF PEACE, 

URGING THEIR EXTENSION TO AFRICA, THE MIDDLE EAST, AND SOUTH 
ASIA. HE PARTICULARLY SUPPORTED THE INDIAN OCEAN ZONE OF PEACE 
AND DEPLORED THE DECISION OF THE US AND UK TO ESTABLISH 
A US BASE ON DIEGO GARCIA. WHICH, HE STATED, WOULD "ESCALATE 
BIG POWER RIVALRY" IN THE AREA, HE CALLED FOR RESTORATION 
OF PALESTINIAN RIGHTS AND THE EVACUATION BY ISRAEL OF ARAB 
TERRITORY AND CALLED FOR CONSIDERATION OF ISRAELI SUSPENSION 
FROM THE UN. HE ALSO CRITICIZED US MILITARY AND ECONOMIC 
AID TO ISRAEL WHILE PURPORTING TO BE WORKING FOR PEACE. 
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ARTEH CALLED FOR KOREAN REUNIFICATION, "ELIMINATION OF EXTERNAL 
FORCES," AND URGED THE GA TO GIVE PRACTICAL EXPRESSION TO 
THE KOREAN IOINT STATEMENT OF JULY 4, 1972. HE EXCORIATED 
SOUTH AFRICA AND RHODESIA WHILE CRITICIZING THE "MASSIVE 
FINANCIAL, ECONOMIC, MILITARY AND DIPLOMATIC 
INVOLVEMENT" OF THOSE STATES WHO CRITICIZE ATTEMPTS TO 
USE THE UN SYSTEM AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA. IN THIS CONTEXT, HE 
APPEALED TO THE US TO VIEW THE STRUGGLES OF OPPRESSED PEOPLE 
AS A REFLECTION OF THEIR OWN REVOLUTIONARY STRUGGLE, AND 
NOT SEE THE RHODESIAN SITUATION IN TERMS OF CHROME BUT IN 
TERMS OF HUMAN RIGHTS. HE ALSO CRITICIZED THE US VETOES OF 
VIETNAMESE MEMBERSHIPS, TERMING THEM "DIPLOMATIC AGGRESSION." 

THE SOMALI SECRETARY PRAISED THE SYMPATHY SHOWN TO THE 
THIRD WORLD'S ASPIRATIONS AT THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION, 

ALTHOUGH HE TERMED ITS ACHIEVEMENTS "MODEST" AND NOTED THAT 
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THE CONCEPT OF A ' NEW WORLD ECONOMIC ORDER" WAS STILL VIEWED 
WITH "SKEPTICISM BY SOME STATES." HE CALLED FOR CHARTER REFORM, 
PARTICULARLY STRESSING VETO ABUSE IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 

AND MENTIONING THE QUESTION OF A MECHANISM TO LIMIT THE USE 
OF THE VETO AND ENLARGE THE COUNCIL'S MEMBERSHIP TO REFLECT 
CHANGING REALITIES. (REPEATED INFO MOGADISCIO) 

COLOMBIA -FOREIGN MINISTER INDALECIO LIEVANO REFERRED TO THE 
GROWING CONTROVERSY AND TENACITY IN GENERAL DEBATE "WHICH 
ALARMS MANY" AND NOTED THE PESSIMISM AMONG POWERS WHO 
CREATED THE UN AND NOW SOMETIMES CONSIDER IT "A HINDRANCE 
TO THEIR FOREIGN POLICY." HE EXPRESSED CONCERN WITH GREAT 
POWERS THREATENING TO WITHHOLD FINANCIAL SUPPORT FROM THE UN 
AND MAKING THEIR AGGREEMENTS OUTSIDE OF THE ORGANIZATION. 

HE DEVOTED MUCH OF HIS STATEMENT TO ECONOMIC MATTERS PRETTY 
MUCH ACCORDING TO THE THIRD WORLD POINT OF VIEW. HE 
STATED THAT THE ECONOMIC MIGHT OF THE DEVELOPED COUNTRIES WAS 
NOT ENTIRELY A RESULT OF THEIR OWN EFFORTS BUT OF THE 
EXPLOITATION OF THE TROPICS, OFTEN BY PREDATORY MEANS. 

HE THEN CRITICIZED DEVELOPED COUNTRIES FOR RESISTING 
NEGOTIATIONS ON LDC INDEBTEDNESS AND ON ACTIONS TO DEFINE 
PRICE LEVELS. HE URGED THE APPLICATION OF THE GENERALIZED 
SCHEDULE OF PREFERENCES AND CRITICIZED THE OPPOSITION TO 
IT OF TRADE UNIONS AND CERTAIN BACKWARD INDISTRIES. 
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ALTHOUGH LIEVANO VIEWED FREEDOM OF THE PRESS AS ESSENTIAL IN 
DEVELOPED COUNTRIES, HE CRITICIZED THE PRESS IN "CERTAIN 
AFFLUENT SOCIETIES" WHICH FOCUSES ONLY ON NEGATIVE ASPECTS 
OF THE THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES. THIS WAS PARTICULARLY VALID 
IN LIGHT OF THE "FACTS OF LIFE IN SOME AFFLUENT SOCIETIES," 

SUCH AS CRIME, POLITICAL AND RACIAL VIOLENCE, AND A DRUG 
PROBLEM SO IMMENSE THAT IT JUSTIFIES THE FORMATION OF LARGE 
ILLEGAL ORGANIZATIONS WHICH FINANCE A DRUG TRAFFIC SO LARGE 
THAT IT HARMS OTHER NATIONS AS WELL. HE ALSO CRITICIZED 
THE UNCARING ATTITUDE OF THE DEVELOPED COUNTRIES TOWARDS THE 
REGULATION OF TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS. HE THEN SET FORTH 
A BROAD INTERPRETATION OF LAW OF THE SEA AND URGENTLY CALLED 
FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF GUIDELINES FOR THE USE OF SATELLITES

ECUADOR-AMB VALENCIA-RODRIGUEZ DEVOTED SPECIAL ATTENTION TO 
ECONOMIC ISSUES, PARTICULARLY THOSE CONNECTED WITH THE LAW 
OF THE SEA CONFERENCE. HE VOICED SUPPORT FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF THE 200-MILE ZONE OF NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY OVER COASTAL 
WATERS, AND ADVOCATED THE CREATION OF AN INTERNATIONAL

POWERS TO REDOUBLE THEIR EFFORTS TOWARD DISARMAMENT, AND 
THE COMPLETE CESSATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS TESTING. HE 
ADDED THAT THE GOE SUPPORTS THE PROPOSAL FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A NUCLEAR-FREE ZONE IN LATIN AMERICA. (REPEATED INFO

ESSENCE OF THE MIDDLE EAST CRISIS." HE CALLED FOR THE UN 
TO ENSURE THAT ISRAEL RESPECT AND IMPLEMENT RESOLUTIONS

- DAHOMEY'S POINT OF ORDER - 

AT END OF MORNING GA OCT. 6, ADJUBADE (DAHOMEY), AS CURRENT 
AFRICAN GROUP CHAIRMAN, RAISED POINT OF ORDER REGARDING 
COMMENTS ATTRIBUTED TO AMB MOYNIHAN ON GA ADDRESS OF UGANDA’S 
PRESIDENT AMIN, CURRENT OAU CHAIRMAN. CLARENCE MITCHELL ASKED 
IF POINT OF ORDER RELATED TO MATTERS WHICH OCCURRED IN THE 
GA OR OUTSIDE IT. IF THE LATTER, WAS IT PROPER TO RAISE 
A POINT OF ORDER ABOUT THEM? ABJIDABE CONTINUED THAT AFRICAN 
GROUP LEARNED "WITH INDIGNATION" THROUGH NY TIMES THAT 
MOYNIHAN ENDORSED DESCRIPTIONOF PRESIDENT AMIN GIVEN BY NEW 
YORK TIMES JOURNALIST AS "RACIST MURDERER," AND THIS WAS 
NOT ONLY "DELIBERATE PROVOCATION" BUT "UNFRIENDLY ACT" 

TOWARD OAU "VERGING ON IRRESPONSIBILITY" AND SHOWING
